ECAUSE the efficiency of Amer- 

jca's military forces often de- 
pends upon quick solution of thb 
enlisted man’s personal and home 
problems, trained Red Cross work- 
ers are stationed at military posts 
to give sympathetic counsel and aid. 
Through cooperation with Red 
Cross Chapters in the men’s home 
towns, speedy and lasting solution 
of knotty social and economic diffi- 
culties were effected last year in 
41,125 cases. 

Typical- conditions which under- 
maine the enlisted man’s efficiency 
include sickness at.honie, family 
problems, and inability to finance 
hospitalization of loved ones. 

To fullfil its charter obligations 
the American Red Cross also gives 
vital ald to disabled veterans and 
their families, Workers in 3,479 Red 
Cross chapters last year dealt with 


150,606 deserving cases. Temporary 
relief was given needy ex-service 
men and thelr families, and they 
were helped {n preparing and pre- 
senting compensation and other 
claims for government benefits. In 
hospitals and regional offices of the 
Veterans Administration represen- 
tativas of the Red Cross assisted 
64,792 ex-servicé men and their 
familles. 

This Red Cross service is founded 
on the doctrine that anxiety, fear 
and other upsets break down the 
able-bodied and delay recovery of 
the sick. 

Red Cross War Service is a peace- 
time as well as war-time function. 
Recent legislation augmenting the 


armed forces of the United States 
has led to a planned increase in the 
Red Cross program of help to 
service men.
